TELEVISING FOOTBALL 
THERE is som ething of a row on in col­ 
legiate circles over showing major football 
gam es on television. The discussion is now 
hot in Oklahoma, where there is a demand 
that gam es played by the University of Ok­ 
lahoma be televised. The proposal was tak­ 
en up with the board of regents and other 
university officials, but without results. 
The decision, it seem s, rests with the Na­ 
tional Collegiate Athletic Association, an 
organization com posed of college and uni­ 
versity coaches. 
The NCAA has ruled 
against the plan in Oklahoma, with one ex­ 
ception. A gam e between OU and A and M 
will go on the air. 
Presum ably t^ie fear is that with gam es 
shown on television attendance will be cut 
down, bringing financial loss. But sale of 
broadcasting rights should m ake up for any 
such loss. And the m ain point to be consid­ 
ered is one of public interest. 


CODES NOT THE ANSWER 
TH ER E is wide concern over the shady 
perform ances of som e federal officials and 
hangers-on, but m any persons are not con­ 
vinced that a code of ethics or “a com m is­ 
sion on ethics in the federal governm ent” 
is the answ er to the problem. Secretary of 
C om m erce Sawyer scores a point when he 
sa y s that “ any m an who has to look up his 
code of ethics to find out what is proper or 
improper to do is too innocent to be around 
Washington.* 


A further and more important argum ent 
•g a in st the plan for a code which has been 
proposed by Senator Douglas of Illinois is 
to be found in the fact that a man who is 
bent on chicanery is not likely to let him ­ 
self be deferred by the existence of a writ­ 
ten or implied code of ethics. He is so lack­ 
ing in moral standards that the solution is 
to separate him from the federal payroll 
or, better still, to keep him from ever get­ 
ting on the payroll. 


TWO-FACED MONEY 
A KANSAS banker was nonplussed when 
he found a package of bills received from 
Washington contained a number that bore 
the denomination $5 on one side and $10 on 
the other. 
It was a new idea even for Kansas, which 
has been productive of novel ideas. Wash­ 
ington quickly disposed of it as a freak, a 
m istake in printing such as had never been 
known to occur before. But the thing offers 
possibilities that m ay appeal to our nation­ 
al legislators when they hear of it. Mayhap 
som e one will 
propose 
a law 
to make 
this double-value currency legitimate and 
a regular governm ent product. 
One could think of m any uses for curren­ 
cy of the Kansas type. The $5 side could be 
used in figuring income for tax purposes 
and the $10 side for paying the tax. 


Up to the present generation, Am ericans 
generally took great pride in state history 
and tradition, and were usually offended 
by federal 
enroachment upon s t a t e s 
rights. In public addresses and private con­ 
versation, the reference was to “t h e s e 
| United States” rather than to “ the United 
I States.” 


Like so much else that has had deep 
roots in American tradition, this long-held 
attitude has lost som e of its rn e a n i n g. 
Maybe it is due to the automobile and good 
roads or to the radio and television. I think 
rather that this tendency should be attrib­ 
uted to the propaganda efforts of the New 
Deal to m ake states adm inistrative ad­ 
juncts of a national administration, This 
propaganda has been continuous and in­ 
tense for 18 years, during which an 
in­ 
creasingly large number of Am ericans 
have become interested in or dependent 
upon federal treasury checks. 


In the so-called Tidelands cases—Califor­ 
nia, Louisiana and Texas—the Supreme 
Court has been laying down d o c t r i n e , 
which, while dealing with oil. can be wide­ 
ly applied to the lessening of the sovereign­ 
ty of the states. 


Justice Douglas in the Louisiana case 
stated: 


“The marginal sea is a national, not a 
state concern. National interests, national 
responsibilities, national concerns are in­ 
volved. The problems of com m erce, 
na­ 
tional defense, relations with other powers, 
war ar\d peace, focus there. National rights 
must therefore.be paramount there.” 
Dean Roscoe Pound, who taught law to 
som e of our Supreme Court justices, asks: 
“But as to such things as are specified, 
nam ely com m erce with f o r e i g n states 
(e. g. obligations) and conduct of war, are 
not the rights or powers of the United 
States paramount also over the whole 
land? Such rights, incidents of external 
sovereignty, are not incompatible w i t h 
ownership, dominium, as distinct from sov­ 
ereignty. For exam ple, the power of em i­ 
nent domain of the federal governm ent ex ­ 
tends for federal purposes over the whole 
land. Private land m ay be used for nation­ 
al defense throughout the whole land. It is 
not for that reason excluded from private 
ownership. PrivQ|e land m ay be used for 
national defense throughout the country 
and is none the less private property be­ 
cause of this.” 
If Justice Douglas’s theory 
is correct, 
why should there be any private ownership 
of property in the city of New York? The 
financial affairs of the nation, insurance, 
banking, publishing, etc. are concentrated 
there. A very large part of the internation­ 
al and dom estic com m erce of this country 
either originates in New York or is handled 
there. The United Nations is situated 
in 
that city. 
Surely the Empire State Tower would, in 
a war against us, be em ployed in the na­ 
tional defense. Should it not now be confis­ 
cated, according to the reasoning of Jus­ 
tice Douglas* 
The intellectual difficulty which the fol­ 
lowers of Oliver Wendell Holm es face is 
that they arc forced by their theory of the 
law to accept it as an instrum ent for the 
exercise of power by the administration in 
authority without moral restraints. If that 
theory is applied in all directions, it m ust 
produce a state in which no individual can 
have any “inalienable” rights. Yet, t h e 
Declaration of Independence specifies that 
that was the reason for the founding of our 
country, 
(C ontinued on P a g e N ine) 
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“Come, come, make an offer. Someone here must take 
baths.”

Causes of Suicide Lie Deep 
In Basic Personality Structure

SUICIDE ranks high am ong 
th e causes of death, claim ing 
m ore lives th a n th e five m ost 
com m on of the contagious d is­ 
eases. 
T he sham e atta c h in g to suicide 
has brought about a m isu n d er­ 
stan d in g of its causes since, to 
soften th e blow to the fam ily, it 
is often p u t down to such things 
as despondency over ill-h ealth , 
w orry about finances, or grief a t 
th e loss of a loved one. These

Show Farmer’s 


Share Of Dollar 


WASHINGTON, Aug. I — Are 
you the kind of farmer who 
hates to see the middlemen—the 
wholesalers, processors and re­ 
tailers—make more from your 
crops than you do? 
If so, keep away 
from 
corn 
fields and tomato patches, and 
concentrate on raising beef. 
That’s the advice implicit in 
an Agriculture Department re­ 
port today which shows 
t h a t 
farmers only get 12 percent of 
the retail value of corn, and 15 
percent of the retail price 
for 
tomatoes. 
For choice grade beef, 
how­ 
ever, the livestock man keeps 75 
percent of the retail value. 
But 
before 
you 
take 
any 
drastic action, rem em ber that 
the 
average 
farm er, 
e v e n 
though he only exists in the 
mind 
of 
government 
statis­ 
ticians, still gets about half of 
the price consumers pay 
for 
the food they buy. 
Department figures show that 
farmers received an average of 
49 cents of the consumer’s food 
dollar during May. 
The other 51 cents went to pay 
marketing agencies for t h e i r 
services. The month before, the 
figures were reversed: Farmers 
got 51 cents, marketing got 49. 
The farmer’s share was larg­ 
est for meat products—about 67 
cents: and smallest 
for 
grain 
products—about 27 cents. 
T h e 
latter includes bread, flour and 
several other highly processed 
products. 
The farmer got 66 cents for 
poultry and eggs, 54 cents 
for 
dairy products and 33 cents for 
cruds and vegetables. 
Officials point out, however, 
that the fruits 
and vegetables 
group includes both fresh 
and 
processed products. 
The importance of the market­ 
ing costs for these makes 
the 
farmers share of fruits and vege­ 
tables much smaller than if fresh 
produce alone were considered.
